The 
limb we had found so terribly hard was 
ver two miles long, although we did 
ot know that then.

water in all that time, and about a half 
i mile around Windy Point came to a 
vater tank and drank our till of snow 
vater. For every hundred feet we had 
idvanced on Windy Point hill, which is 
oiown as "Son-oE-a-gun" we rose ver- 
ically -"> feet.

Our played-out 
companion wanted to go to sleep and it 
was necessary for Art and I to rest him 
standing, for we found that if we let 
him He down he would not get lip. Once 
we had to threaten him very much, and 
we were very much scared about him. 
We could not leave him, so we almost 
drove him up the rest of the way. After 
a while we cnme across- some people com- 
ing down, and they told us it was at 
least a mile and a half to the top, and 
the grade remained the same all the 
way. This discouraged us. but through 
.sheer pluck we managed to keep on. All 
ithis time we were going through this 
wet cloujl, and it was awful cold. We 
appreciated our heavy wraps .then, I 
tell you. After about one hour and a half 
we turned the last curve, and then had a 
quarter of a mile- to go. This wns a very 
hard climb, but finally we made it. We 
then went into the highest station in the 
world, 
having traveled 
nine and one- 


tenth miles from Manitou station, and 


ivor a mile and one half in height. We 
vero 14,147 feet above the sea, and in a 
leet storm. Our trip had been unsuceess- 
nul, inasmuch as we were unable to see 
the blinriso, or get a view-of the, sur- 
rounding country. Four of the boys de- 
cided to come down on the train, tickets 
at .fo.OO, and four of us walked down. 
After getting some tea, coffee was no 
good, and resting about one hour, we 
started. It was raining for four miles-, 
but a very cold light one, and wo were 
covered with hoar frost. It was easier 
going down as we found it was not nec- 
essary to stop to rest, but the continual 
downward movement almost broke our 
knee joints. We rolled some gront stones 
over into the gulches, and it was fright- 
ful to hear them houncing from boulder 
to boulder. On the way down, we ob- 
served more of the nature of the moun- 
tains, and noticed that the. top of tlu 
Peak was nothing but red granite whieli 
waj? broken 
seemingly 
into 
building 


stone. It seemed as if one could just 
load it up, take it down and build 
building w i t h il. We were also surprised 
to find a kind of grass above the timber 
line, which appears fit for grassing, and 
yellow and blue flowers. A f t e r getting 
to Windy Point the wind was cut off, 
and we got along hotter nnd this pleased 
us. Going down we appreciated what n 
climb we had had and each swore that 
he would never do it again. Another 
thing we noticed was that the granite 
was crumbling, and the- road was bal- 
lasted with granite sand, which was 
coarse. We noticed the track being an- 
chored to the solid rock, and I think that 
the Pike's Peak railroad is the best con- 
st rncted one I ever saw. About Half 
Way House, we came into the won- 
derful Canyon, which is as wonderful 
as the Niagara I Jorge, and about two 
thirds as long. In it you would see rocks 
larger than largo houses, and in all kinds 
of shapes. It was weird, and fantastic to 
say the least. On the last incline, which 
ah I told you is about a mile long, we 
thought we would never get down, but 
finally reached the bottom at 1:30 p. m. 
Sunday. I never was more surprised in 
my life when I learned what time, it was. 
It seemed to that it might to be six or 
icven in the evening. One thing that we 
wondered at was tho entire absence of 
nny feliiig of loss of sleep. I would not 
take a great deal for my experience, hut 
boys I tell you. it is worth $5.00 of any- 
body's money to ride up and down on the 
train, and if I ever go to the top of Pike's 
Penk again, I ride.

Mixing of dralnu In Public Warehouses 


Declared Unlawful 


The iiiprer"c court of Illinois has de- 


clared the warehouse act of 1S!)7 lo 
be inoperative and in contravention of 
he state constitution. The decision is 
given in the case of John A. Hannah 
vs. the people, on the relation of the 
ittorney general, in which tho defendant 
waii fined $100 for violating a decree 
of the Cook county circuit court en- 
joining him and other interested parties 
from 
storing in the public warehouse 


.,)' the Central Elevator company any 
grains belonging to the, elevator company 
or the firm of Cnrrington, Hannah & 
Co. 


Tho case went to the supreme court 


in April, 11101. The attorney general had 
filed an information in chancery in the- 
Cook county ciicuit couit against thn 
elevator company and eight other com- 
panies, on which he had secured a decree 
enjoining them from storing and mix- 
ing their own grain w i t h the grain of 
their customers in their own elevators 
Appeals were taken from Ihe decree' 
in those cases to Ihe supreme court 
where they were affirmed. 
While thesi 


appeals were under consideration Ihe leg 
islatni-e passed an act 
amending sec 


tion f> of the warehouse act of 1S71, by 
which it undertook to abate the effec 
of this injunction. This act declared 
it lawful for owners, lessees or mana- 
gers of public warehouses of class A 
to store their own grain or mix it with 
the grain of others of (he same grade 
in their own 
warehouses. 
The 
bill 


caused a prolonged fight in Ihe general 
assembly before it was passed, and has 
since been the cause of bitter legislative 
contests through efforts to repeal it. 


Acting under the supposed authority 


of tho legislative act, Hannah, as man- 
ageu of the Central Klcvator company, 
stored grain in violation of the injunc- 
tion, and proceedings 
were instituted 


against him for contempt. He was fined 
$100 and appealed the case. After the 
cause went to the supreme court Han- 
nah died, but the. Northern Trust-coin- 
lany, as his cxeculor, was subslitntcc 
is the appellant and the judgment given 
igainst the estate.

SILVER AND NITRIC ACID. 


The mint drives its supplies of gold and 


silver inninly from the mines through 
the t'niteii States assay office. If you 
h.'ippen to visit the institution you will 
see in rme room an enormous tank hnif- 
tiller! with ii solution that looks like plain 
water. In reality is is silver dissolved 
in nitric aeid. From time to time n man 
s,tirs the liquid with a huge Indie, and by 
Hiid by the pure white metal, precipi- 
tated from the solution, is shoveled out, 
resembling in appearance so much plas- 
ter of pans. It is then pressed in hy- 
draulic machines into big found cakes, 
resembling cheeses, after which it is 
ready to he meltod 
and 
poured 
into 


molds. 


The gold that comes to the mint is 


tieated in a very silimar fashion. It i 
first melted, to free it from enrthy mat- 
ter and other impuiities, alter which a 
certain percentage of silver is put w i t h 
it, and it is thrown into a tank of nitric 
neid. The neid dissolves the silver but hns 
no effect upon the gold, which fulls (o 
the bottom in n tine powder, resembling 
veddish gravel. The silver solution being 
drawn off, 
I he gold, which is now abso- 


l u t e l y [iurt - -though one would not take 
the trouble to put n h.indtiil of it in hi-
